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Sdgar Kus»n« Bradley, Tast Coast rsprassntatiTS of - 
Dr. Carl Mclntlra, tbs Saw Jeraay radio broadcastar, eootaetad 
tba Low Angalas FBI OXfica 1/8/71 axMl stated that one of his 
inforaants had advised him that Earold WeiBberg is writing 
axu>ther book about the assassination of President Sennady. 


Teisberg is tba Min who has written savaral books 
critical of the larren Coonission, the FBI, Secret Service, 
police agencies and other braxaches of the Govamaent ralating 
to the assassination investigation. His writings have contained 
inaccuracies, falsehoods, and deliberate slanting of facts to 
fit his purpose. He was one of the esployees fired by the 
Departacnt of State during 1947 because of suspicion of being s 
commxnist or having coanunist syapathies. Later, be was allowed 
to resign but was not restored to his foraer position. In 
recent oonths Weisberg has oade various requests of the 
Departoent of Jtistice for access to docuaents and ezhibits 
relating to the deliberations of the larren Coamission, which 
are .in' the custody of the Archives. 

/ According to Bradley’s inforaant, Iteisberg, in his 

beat book, will place the blaxae for the assassination on the 
.FBI. According to the inforzunt, Yaisberg stated he received 
Jthe infomation placing blaae on the FBI froa a high official 
^in the Secret Service whon Teisberg did not identify. ; 





Mr. Bradley stated that Teisberg had been closely 
associated with New Orleans District Attorney Jaxaes Garrison 
and Bradley stated be felt Teisberg was not worthy of belief.
